Army, Navy Agreed 
To Unify Commands 


In Overseas Areas 


Fail to See Eye to Eye on 


Merger Within the U. 


S., However 


Washington, Dec. 17—(AP) — 


The army and navy agreed today 
on unified command for armed 
forces but left unsettled the wran- 
gle over merger at home. 


The joint chiefs of staff, with 


-the bitter experience 
of 
Pearl 


Harbor's dual command in mind, 
climaxed a long series of negotia- 
tions by denouncing a plan under 
•which overseas forces will be un- 
der the operational command of a 
single man—army, navy or air as 
the situation dictates. 
The plan 


was approved by President Tru- 
man. 


The establishment of seven over- 


seas commands 
among 
other 


things whittled away some of the 
domain of Gen. „ Douglas MacAr- 


of the Pacifiu he had controlled. 
It also reestablished some pre 
war commands and created a new 
northeast command, its details as 
y«t undisclosed. 


Another Recommendation 


Concurrently with the announce 


ment of the single command plan 
for overseas organizations came a 
congressional committee recom 
mendation in another field of com 
bined operation. 


The house military committee 


proposed that 
permanent 
lega 


status be given to the nationa 
intelligence authority established 
by President Truman last Janu 
ary. That agency was created to 
weave together the 
intelligence 


operations of various government 
agencies including the Pnny's G-2 
section, the navy's office of nava 
intelligence and unils of tile state 
department which include vestiges 
of the wartime office of strategic 
services. 


Members of the authority, the 


committee said, should be the sec- 
retaries of the state, war and navy 
departments or deputies chosen by 
them for intelligence activities. 
The three secretaries, along with 
a member appointed by the presi- 
dent, were named in the author- 
ity as created a year ago. 


Should Have Complete Control 
As a permanent set-up, the com- 


mittee said the agency should get 
its money directly from cohgress 
and should have complete control 
ot its personnel rather than re- 
ceive its employes from the three 
departments. 


The joint army-navy announce- 


ment last night said each com- 
mander will be responsible for uni- 
fied planning for defense and, in 
case of emergency, for the conduct 
of operations. It was not clear

reapportionment seems certain. 


But so far there's little if any 


prospect that opposing downstat 
ers of both parties will permi 
any changes—state 
constitution 


and U. S. supreme court notwith 
standing. 


Chicago area legislators are 


planning another attempt to re 
shape the districts which elect 2i 
of the state's 26 congressmen 
The other is elected at large. 


They also want to change the 


senatorial districts which elect 
the 153 members of the niulbis 
house. 


But unless the "assembly dis 


tricts are realigned to conform 
with population shifts—thus giv 
ing the Chicago area more repre- 
sentation—there doesn't seem to 
be much change for any congres 
sional revision. 


Chicago lawmakers have been 


trying for 40 years to effect re- 
drawing of the boundaries, which 
haven't been revised in 45 years. 
But they have never overcome 
the almost solid bipartisan op 
position from downstaters, who 
don't want their baliwicks dis 
turbed. 


The Chicago bloc failed in a 


1945 
session attempt, just as it 


has failed many times previously, 
both in the legislature and in the 
courts. 


Republican Gov. Dwight 
H. 


Green is ready to go to bat again 
for remapping, party leaders say, 
hoping his increased GOP major- 
ities in both houses and a U. S 
supreme court ruling will help 
put it across this time. 


Yet there has been no public 


indication that downstate oppon- 
ents can be converted in the regu- 
lar session starting in January 
at Springfield.

Kelly's Chicago legislators joined 
forces in a spirited but unsuccess- 
ful attempt to divide the 26 con- 
gressional seats equally between 
Cook county and downstate.

Palmer Tells Lions 


DBS Has Driver's 
Course Ready Now 


New Course Will Open in 


Second Semester; Hits 


Criticism 


J. R. Palmer, member of the 


Dixon high school board and traf- 
fic engineer at the state Division 
of Highways office here, told a 
luncheon meeting of the Lions club 
at noon today that the local high 
school does have a driver's train- 
ing course which will be placed in 
operation at the start of the sec- 
ond semester. 


In answer to reports that the 


school had turned down instruction 
and training courses offered by 
the Chicago Motor club, Palmer 
declared: "It is the intent of the 
board to avoid any and all com- 
mercially-sponsored, programs, and 
all projects must have direct 
faculty supervision. 


Discourage Intervention 


"If it is worthwhile," he added, 


'"it should be conducted under tax- 
supported auspices. It is the in- 
tention of the board to discourage 
intervention." 


The high school had a. student 


driver training course in opera- 
tion from 1937 or 1938 until war 
broke out in 1941, Palmer told the 
luncheon group, but found that 
the original approach lacked some- 
thing "in getting the material 
over." 
In the past, he said, the 


courses were conducted hi science 
classes for the freshmen students, 
and the text material was aug- 
mented by talks to 
assembly 


groups by prominent local citizens 
on various subjects connected with 
driving and traffic problems in 
general. 


In the new course to be adopted 


next semester, Palmer revealed 
that the classes will use a text 
entitled "Man and the Motor Car," 
and that parents will receive a 
supplementary text, furnished by 
the state, entitled "Behind the 
Wheel!" The parents face a moral 
obligation, he told the group, to 
get the instruction material out- 
lined in the booklet across to their 
children. 


Answers Criticism 


The new course will be carried 


throughout the year, and-is-design- 
ed for expansion, with the hope, 
Palmer said, of furnishing behind- 
the-wheel instruction to students 
later. Originally such instruction 
was offered with a dual-control car 
provided by a local automobile 
dealer. 


Palmer's speech was in< answer 


:o a statement by Wayne Keeley, 
manager of the local office of the 
Chicago Motor club, declaring that 
the local schools were the- only 
one in the county not participat- 
.ng m the driver's training course 
program. 


Results of a survey of traffic 


conditions on North Peoria avenue 
at the high school, revealed Satur- 
day in the Telegraph along with 
Keeley's statement, reported num- 
erous traffic violations by student 
drivers.

Washington, Dec. 17—(AP) — 


Forrest Jackson, attorney for Sen- 
ator Bilbo (D-Miss), testified to- 
day that friends of the lawmaker 
attended an emergency meeting in 
1940 
to raise funds to pay back 


53,000 borrowed by Bilbo. 


Jackson told a senate war in- 


vestigating subcommittee that Bil- 
bo had borrowed the money from 
Abe Shushan, New Orleans whole- 
sale dry goods merchant, and that 
Shushan had been threatening to 
disclose information 
about 
the 


loan. 


Jackson testified that Edward 


P. Terry, former Bilbo secretary, 
called a meeting in Jackson, Miss., 
in August, 1940, to discuss a mat- 
ter of grave importance." 


Stewart Requested Loan 


The session was attended, Jack- 


son said, by himself, Terry, the 
late Grant Stewart of New He- 
bron, iris? , and Robert M, New- 
ton, 
Wissins, Miss., naval stores 


merchant. 


Previous witnesses 
have testi- 


fied that Shushan 
loaned Bilbo 


53.000 at the request of Stewart. 


Earlier, Jackson 
expressed the 


opinion that "hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars" can be spent in 
Mississippi political campaigns de- 
spite a state Corrupt 
Practices 


act. 


The attorney was questioned 


about the state law by Senator 
Ferguson (R-Mich) at the Bilbo 
war contracts inquiry. 


After asking about the alleged 


payment of 511,000 to former Rep. 
Ross Collins' campaign 
manager 


after Collins lost his bid for a sen- 
atorial nomination hi 1942, Fergu- 
son queried: 
? 


"How did you get around the 


Mississippi corrupt practices act? 
You did not report this as a cam- 
paign expenditure". 


State Law No Good 


Jackson replied that only the 


main committee of a candidate 
was required" to-report its expendi- 
tures. "Informal" "groups were ex- 
impt. he said, 


"What good is the state law 


then?" asked Ferguson. 


"I don't think it's any good," 


Jackson 
replied. "It's like the 


Hatch act (federal law which lim- 
ts political expenditures and con- 
tributions)." 


Ferguson suggested that "thous- 


ands 
of 
informal committees 


:ould be set up and spend hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars" un- 
der Jackson's idea of the state law. 


"That's right," the lawyer re- 


plied. 


Before today's session started 


Senator Bilbo told reporters he 
did not plan to answer testimony 
until it was completed, including 
.hat of his former secretary, Ed- 
ward B. Terry. 


When he does testify. Bilbo will 


lave a chance to tell his side of 
the story of his relations with a 
dozen war contractors who: 


1. Loaned him money; 
2. Bought him a car; 
3.' Dug him a lake and, 
4. Chipped in more than S30.000

NOW York, Dec. 17—(AP) —A 


decision on fixing of bail for Alvin 
J. Pans, charged with attempted 
bribery of two New York Giants 
football players, was withheld to- 
day after Assistant District Attor- 
ney General P. Monaghan report- 
ed a telephone threat against 
Paris' life. 


Monaghan told General Session 


Judge Francis J. Valente that "a 
member of the police department 
received a telephone call this 
morning saying that an attempt 
might very well be made on the 
life of this defendant." 


In asking that Paris be held 


without bail pending trial. Mona- 
ghan declared that "the people he 
(Paris) associated with and his 
backers, I feel, will do everything 
in their power to prevent him from 
appearing for trial, even going to 
the gravest of extremes." 


Story of Alleged "Fix" 


Monaghan said the alleged "fix," 


which resulted yesterday in a 
grand jury indictment of Paris 
28-year-old novelty concern officer, 
was launched by a "very large 
bookmaking outfit 
outside the 


state of New York." 


Paris was indicted on charges 


of 
attempting 
to bribe Merle 


Hapes and Frank Filchock. back- 
field stars of the Giants. He was 
specifically indicted on two counts 
charging violation of a penal code 
section outlawing bribes, attempt- 
ed bribes or other measures to "in- 
fluence the outcome of a profes- 
sional sp9rts contest." 


Hapes was declared ineligible 


just before the game by league 
president Bert Bell but Filchock, 
passing ace of the Giants, was 
permitted to play and threw the 
passes resulting in the Giants' only 
scores against the Bears, who won 
24-14. 


Bell Explains 


Bell offered this explanation of 


why Filchock was permitted to 
play: 


During a conference Saturday 


with league officials, owners of 
the New York Giants and the 
players involved at Gracie Man- 
sion, home of Mayor 
William 


O'Dwyer, the mayor "took Fil- 
chock to another room and ques- 
tioned him." 


"He returned after a while and 


announced to us and to the detec- 
tives: 'This boy has a clean bill of 
health and is completely all right 
I think he should play tomorrow.' " 


"I don't know anything more 


than that. The mayor said he

Greater Section of 
North America Held 
in Cold Wave's Grip 


Forecasters' 
Promise is 


for Colder Weather on 


Wednesday 


(By The Associated Press) 


A cold wave moved into a large 


section of the country today and 
as temperatures skidded to below 
zero in many areas federal fore- 
casters promised colder weather 
tomorrow. 


The chilly blasts which pene- 


trated over the northern plains 
states yesterday 
moved across 


the great lakes region into the 
Ohio and lower Mississippi val- 
leys and headed for the eastern 
seaboard and the New England 
states. 
Forecasters 
said tem- 


peratures in the cold belt area 
would remain sub-normal most 
of the week. 


New falls of snow ranging as 


high as nine inches and winds 
reaching a velocity of 45 miles 
an hour accompanied the sub- 
zero temperatures in the north- 
ern sections of Minnesota,- Wis- 
consin and upper Michigan last 
night. 


Near-blizzard 
conditions pre- 


vailed for brief periods in the 
three-state 
area, 
federal fore- 


casters in Chicago said, as 45- 
mile-an-hour winds whipped the 
newly-fallen 
snow 
into 
huge 


drifts 
in many sections. 
The 


heaviest falls of snow were nine 
inches at Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., 
and six inches at Duluth, Minn., 
with temperatures of five below. 
There was a crescent-shaped band 
of snow averaging three to six 
inches across northern Michigan 
and the northern sections of Wi»- 
consin and Minnesota. 


Zero Temperatures Forecast 
As the new mass of cold air 


moved 
eastward 
temperatures 


dropped an average of from 20 to 
30 degrees and

tomorrow 


morning zero readings or lower 
were forecast to penetrate as fair 
south as northern, Iowa and ex- 
treme northern Illinois.

Iowa's minimum was four above 
at Spencer. 
Rockford was the 


coldest spot in Illinois with 11 
above. 


Temperatures ranged from 15 


to 20 above in Michigan and 
from 20 to 30 in Indiana, with 
colder weather moving into those 
states today. 


The cold weather was not fore- 


cast for the southwestern section 
of the country or the Pacifio 
coast region. 
Temperatures of 


near SO above were reported in 
parts of Texas yesterday. 


In Dawson, Yukon territory, 


the starting point of the current 
cold blasts, temperatures were re- 
ported moderating, climbing' to 
40 degrees below zero yesterday 
as compared to last week's offi- 
cial -61 and an unofficial -70.

Because you don't pay for it 


directly, you probably don't think 
much about the freight on eggs. 
But it's not a small item. Today 
it costs 5360 to ship a carload of 
eggs from the middle of Iowa, for 
example, to New York. 
That's 


60c a case; 2c a dozen. 
After 


Jan. 1 it \\-ill cost S414, because 
the railroads have been allowed a 
lof"r increase in rates. 


Naturally, 
the 
railroads 
are 


happy about it. 
Now they say, 


they can pay their employees 
higher wages and maybe make a. 
little profit for their stockholders. 


But who will pay the extra 


freight ? 


In the long ran, of course, every- 


one will pay for it. 


But immediately you're the one 


who pays if you're buying a car, 
because the additional freight is 
. added to the cost. 


And you'll also pay the addition- 


al freight on the products you're 
selling. 


That's the difference between a 


manufactured 
product 
and 
an 


agricultural product, particularly 
one as perishable as eggs. In the 
first case, the manufacturer sets 
the price and the consumer can 
buy or not, as he chooses. In the 
latter case, the consumer sets the 
.price and the producer has no 
choice: Food is perishable and he 
has to sell 


Farmer Will Pay Higher Cost 
So, m actual practice, the price 


you 
receive for 
a 
perishable 


product is the price the consumer 
will pay. minus the cost of .collect- 
ing the product from various pro- 
ducers, processing and packing it, 
shipping, distributing and selling 
it. 


It takes a lot of people to do all 


of those things. And all of those 
people have to be paid. 


Someone will tell you the in- 


crease in freight rates is only a 
fraction of a cent a dozen; so it 
can easily be absorbed by the pro- 
cessor. 


But a person who makes * 


statement like that either doesn't 
know the facts or doesn't recognize 
them.

Lee county farmers raised more 


products in the past five years 
than in any comparable period in 
the history of the county, figures 
just released from the 1945 U. S. 
Census of Agriculture indicate 
The last farm census was in 1940. 


On typical county faims live- 


stock numbers increased 25 to 50 
per cent. Total cattle and calves 
in the county went up from 45,000 
before the war to 56,000 in the new 
census, and hog numbers advanced 
from 36.000 to 56,000. Whole milk 
sales increased from 7,639,000 gal- 
lons annually before the war to 
9.171.000 gallons m the recent 
census year. 


Here and elsewhere in the state, 


corn and soybean production was 
much larger during the war years 
The county's corn crop was 9,- 
070,000 bushels in 
the 
recent 


census year, compared to 7,712,000 
bushels in the census of 3940; and 


733.600 bushels of soybeans were 
produced, against a pre-war 465,- 
000 bushels. 


More than doubling their gross 


farm 
income, farmers in 
this 


county sold 515,723,000 worth of 
crop and livestock products in the 
recent census year, compared to 
$6,981,000 before the war. 
The 


state's gross farm income more 
than doubled, from about $400,000,- 
000 m the pre-war year, to nearly 
Sl.OOO.000.000 in the new census. 


Of the county's total sales of
